County to get 
new voting 
machines

Crawford County officials 
recently took a punch to push 
voters into the new age of cast- 
ing ballots. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners at their recent 
meeting agreed to apply for a 
grant through the Secretary of 
State to purchase optical scan- 
ning voting systems and related 
Election Management System 
software to comply with the 
Help America Vote Act. 

The Help America Vote Act, 
which was signed by President 
George W. Bush in 2002, estab- 
lished a program to provide 
funds to help states replace 


punch card voting systems, 
established the Election 
Assistance Commission to 


assist in the administration of 
federal elections and also pro- 
vides assistance with the admin- 
istration of federal election. The 
law was passed after the prob- 
lems which occurred in the 2000 
presidential election. 

By applying for the grant, the

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield said he received word 
that the jail was found to be in 
100 percent compliance follow- 
ing Department of Corrections’ 
May-26 site visit to the jail. * ~

The families of organ donors 
were each given a chance to 
speak. Eugene and Carolyn 
Schmall were moved to tears 
when speaking of their nine-year 
old son who was killed by a car. 
At the time of the accident, organ 
donation was in Carolyn’s 
thoughts. . 

“He has to live long enough to 
be an organ donor. That is the 
only good that can come out of 
this,” said Schmall. Other fami- 
lies clearly found it difficult to

able to get a waiver of the man- 
date by placing video equipment 
in that portion of the jail, which 
includes 20 beds, and only work 
release inmates and jail trustees 
are kept. 

Wakefield said it cost a great 
deal of money to maintain the old 
portion of the jail, adding the 
department would face over 
crowding issues in the 33-bed 
portion of the jail if that area 
could not be used. He said sher- 
iff’s department staff works hard 
to maintain the equipment in the 
old part of the jail because. it 
would be too cost prohibitive to 
hire more corrections officers. 
“I’mlucky to be ablé to replace: ‘ 
what I’m losing to retirement,” 
Wakefield said.

Officials to. focus 
on downtown area

Business and city officials 
seeking to spruce up the down- 
town area will soon start gather- 
ing input from the community 
for the future of the business 
district. 

The Grayling Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA) 
is beginning to develop down- 
town streetscape plans, which 
will involve beautification and 


infrastructure improvements on. 


Michigan Avenue from Spruce 
Street to the Crawford County 
Courthouse. The downtown area 
along Norway Street will also 
receive a facelift. 

Streetscape plans will first 
have to be approved by the DDA 
Board, but will have to receive a 
final blessing from the Grayling 
City Council since city funds 
will be spent on the project. 

The DDA’s design committee 


which includes Charlotte 
Bloomquist, the owner of 
Bloomin’ .Grape Gourmet 
Market and Deli, Michele 


Steffey, the owner of the The 
Medicine Shoppe, and Kelly 
Elmy, the owner of DuBois Do- 
It-Best Lumber. Chad Beckett, 
the director of the city’s depart- 
ment of public works, will assist 
the design committee due to his 


knowledge of infrastructure in 
the downtown area. 

Grayling City Manager Allen 
Lowe said the design committee 
would be working with planners 
and engineers from Gosling 
Czubak, the city’s engineering 
firm, who have worked on down- 
town streetscape projects in Elk 
Rapids and Cadillac. 

The project will be put out for 
bids this winter after plans have 
been finalized and a funding 
source for the project has been 
identified. 

The city is going to try to have 
the project done next May in 
conjunction with a rehabilitation 
project of the I-75 Exit Ramp, 
which is being funded by the 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT). The 
bridge will have to be closed 
down and traffic will be re-rout- 
ed for one month in order to let 
the concrete cure. 

“It’s going to be really aggres- 
sive to get it done that quick, but 
we're going to try,” Lowe said. 

MDOT officials scheduled the 
project for May, after receiving 
protests from business owners 
fearing financial woes when the 
project was initially slated for 
September, a time when tourism 
dependent businesses still count 
on travelers.

| Board shifts oereon

In a move to get more bang for 
the buck, the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners is 
changing the administrative con- 
irol of a county economic devel- 
opment fund. 

The county board at their 
recent meeting voted to give the 
Crawford County Housing 
Commission a 60-day notice that 
an economic development fund 
which was established in the 
1980s will be moved from the 
Crawford County Housing 
Commission to be administered 
by County Controller Paul 
Compo. 

Under the direction of the 
Housing Commission, : officials 
had the authority to levy an 18 
percent administration fee for all 
loans granted. If a $100,000 loan 
was granted, for example, the 
Housing Commission could col- 
lect about $18,000 from the loan. 

“That is a lot of money just to 
recoup a loan,” said County 
Commissioner Scott Hanson, 
who i$ on a board which over- 
sees loans for the economic 
development fund. 

With the change — under 
Compo’s supervision, more 
funds would be eligible to be Jent 
out to area businesses.

county will receive optical 
scannning voting machines and 
software which cost $48,095. 

Instead of using punch cards, 
voters will now fill in a dot 
which will complete a line that 
will be counted by the voting 
equipment. ; 

Voters will put their own bal- 
lots in tabulators, and workers 
will only offer assistance when 
asked. 


The machines will automati- 
cally tell a person if they over 
voted, under voted or will ask if 
the ballot is correct if a person 
opts not to vote in a particular 
political race or for a ballot issue. 
If there is a write-in vote, the 
machine will automatically sort. 
the ballot into separate compart- 
ments so it can be hand counted. 

“Theoretically, we will not 
have any spoiled ballots with the 
new system,” said Crawford 


County Clerk Sandra Moore. “It 
is going to be a change, but as 
people get uscd to the new way 
of voting, it’s going to be a good 
thing.” 

Moore’ hopes to have the 
equipment in time for the 
Grayling City  clection in 
November. She said there will be 
ample opportunities for voters to 
see and test the new voting 
equipment before it is used for a 
county-wide election.

If ‘there oughta be a law,’ maybe now’s the time 


the state board of canvassers a week or © 


so ago. The four member board failed to 
certify petitions with 450,000 or so sig- 
natures for a 2006 vote to ban use of race 
or gender preferences in university 
admissions and government hiring. 

Two Democratic canvassers voted no, 
one Republican voted yes, and the sec- 
ond Republican abstained. The petitions 
were turned down, but Michigan courts 
are expected to overrule the canvassers. 

In similar case last year, state can- 
vassers rejected two other signature dri- 
ves — one to put Ralph Nader on the 
Democratic ballot for president, and the 
second to prohibit most benefits to 
same-sex couples. Two Democratic can- 
vassers opposed, two Republicans 
approved, and Michigan courts ordered 
certification of both. 

Personal political preferences obvi- 
ously drove canvasser action, but that’s 
not the way the canvasser law is intend- 
ed to work. 

Present law directs the canvassers to 
assure enough proper signatures to meet 
legal requirements to get on the ballot. 
Canvassers have no legal authority to 
approve or reject the content of the pro- 


posals. 


Sen. Cropsey’s bill would shift certifi- 
cation responsibilities to the bureau of 
elections in the secretary of state’s 
office, which does all the grunt work on 
checking petition signatures anyway, 
and which in this case found them suffi- 
cient and recommended certification.

BIPARTISANSHIP IS a good idea for 
government boards and commissions, 
but it doesn’t always work, as the can- 
vasser conflict indicates. 

The Michigan constitution establishes 
the canvasser board with no more than 
two of the four members from any one 
political party and appointed by the gov- 
ernor. Usually the Democratic and 
Republican state party organizations 
submit their candidates, and the gover- 
nor routinely accepts them. 

The same 1963 state constitution orig- 
inally also provided for a similar four 
member Apportionment Commission to 
allot seats in the legislature after every 
census. Members came from the politi- 
cal parties, who carried their political 
allegiances with them. In principle it’s a 
formula for fairness, because any appor- 
tionment plan would require at least 
minimal bipartisan support. Again, it 


produced stalemate, and the plan first 
was outlawed by the courts and then 
abandoned as unworkable. 

Apportionment duties now rest with 
the legislature, and the minority party —- 
whichever one does not control the 
process — always comes up short and 
unhappy.

BIPARTISAN BOARDS in state gov- 
ernment can work in some cases. The 
Michigan civil service commission is an 
example. Again, it’s a four member con- 
stitutional board with no more than two 
members from the same political party 
and has worked pretty well in Michigan. 

Civil service in Michigan goes back to 
the 1930s, installed as response to a ram- 
pant spoils system, when state workers 
changed en masse with election of a dif- 
ferent party. 

Despite occasional differences of 
political principles, generally the civil 
service commission has worked without 
partisan conflict, and governors in the 
past have appointed an occasional non- 
partisan member who owed allegiance to 
neither major party. As a matter of full 
disclosure, I was a member of the 
Michigan civil service commission for a 


few years back in the late 1960s, and I 
found partisanship practically non-exis- 
tent. 

Of course, under the civil service pro- 
visions of the constitution, the commis- 
sion does not deal in partisan issues, and 
most state employment generally is not 
partisan in nature. But then, neither 
should be counting and verifying peti- 
tion signatures. 

One difference in why it works for 
civil service and not for canvassing and 
apportionment may be that civil service 
appointments are directly from the gov- 
ernor, while canvassing and apportion- 
ment appointments are first cleared and 
recommended by the parties. 

Perhaps the canvassing hassle is just 
another example of the burgeoning intru- 
sion of partisan bitterness in most 
aspects of governance, including consid- 
eration of judicial nominations. 

It’s a trend that we entertain and pro- 
mote at considerable peril to the princi- 
ples of effective and fair self-govern- 
ment.

Time flies, and many timés' 
so does money when it comes 
to the cost of prescription 
drugs. As 2005 marches along, 
time is running out for 
Michigan’s seniors and individ- 
uals with certain abilities to 
save money on this year’s pre- 
scription costs. 

Starting January 1, 2006, 
Medicare will offer a new pre- 
scription drug benefit called 
Medicare Prescription Drug 
Coverage. In the meantime, 
Medicare is offering a Drug 
Discount Card Program that 
cat’ save senior citizens and 
individuals with certain disabil- 
ities up to 10-15 percent on the 
cost of prescription drugs in 
2005. 

Anyone who qualifies for 
Medicare Part A and/or is 


enrolled in Medicare Part B is | 


eligible for the Drug Discount 
Card Program. 


"In" addition, Medicare is 
offering a Transitional 
Assistance Program to help 
people with limited income and 


_ resources with the costs of their 


prescriptions. In order to quali- 
fy for the Transitional 
Assistance Program, people 
must first have a Medicare- 
approved Drug discount Card, 
cannot be receiving prescrip- 
tion coverage through 
Medicaid’s pharmacy benefit, 
and must have annual house- 
hold income below $12,919 for 
a single person and $17,320 for 
a married couple. From 
January through March 2005, 
eligible individuals received 
$600 toward the cost of their 
prescriptions, then from April 
through June 2005, the dollar 
amount dropped to $450. 

By acting now, eligible 
senior citizens and individuals 
with certain disabilities who 


are in Medicare still have the 
opportunity to receive prescrip- 
tion drug discounts in 2005. 
For those who sign up between 
July 1, 2005, and September 
30, 2005, $300 savings is avail- 
able, and from September 30, 
2005, through December 31, 
2005, the dollar amount avail- 
able toward prescription drug 
costs for this year drops to 
$150. Starting January 1, 2006, 
Medicare Prescription Drug 
Coverage will begin and the 
drug Discount Card and 
Transitional Assistance 
Programs will end.

Late summer is a time when.

event of the season took place all 
through the weekend. No, they 
weren’t paddlers. They were PC 
gamers. | 

A squad of Grayling teens ven- 
tured to Traverse City to partici- 
pate in Fragfest, a LAN (Local 
Area Network) computer game 
tournament that attracted over 80 
players from across Northern 
Michigan, making it the biggest 
in the area. 

“As technology moves for- 


ward, it will only become more 


popular,” said team member 
Orland Dami, who was joined by 
Matt Hough, Brandon Burrick 
and Matt Seager to form the 
“Vice Presidential Action 
Rangers” (VPAR). 

“The name came from an 

episode of Futurama. It gave so 
many visual possibilities for a 
logo it was something we could- 
n’t not use,” said Dami. As 
strange as the name sounds, it is 
actually consistent with the stan- 
dard format for gaming teams. 
Names usually consist of a three 
or four letter acronym in brack- 
ets. For example, one of the 
competing teams was called 
ELF. . 
If this seems confusing, it is 
probably because the world of 
competitive gaming has evolved 
to the point that it has its own 
rules and subculture. By nature, 
it is unique in the world of com- 
petitive activities. 
involves no real physical activity 
it is clearly not a sport, but it 
lacks the limited options and 
strategies that are found in tradi- 
tional games like chess. A play- 
er takes on a persona in a digital 
environment and behaves as if he 
or she was present in real life. 

‘Of course, games offer certain 
advantages over reality. A player 
can run at 20 m.p.h. without get- 
ting tired, and getting shot and 
killed represents the loss of a 
point, not the tragic loss of a life. 

It is in this environment that 
VPAR trained for the competi- 
tion. Their game of preference is 
Call of Duty, a World War II 
shooter developed by Infinity 
Ward. 

The Call of Duty tournament 
rules were simple: the first team 
to score 80 frags (kills) wins. 
After the round ends, the teams 
switch sides, meaning that each 
team plays as both Americans 
and Germans. Since these two 
World War II factions utilize dif- 
ferent weapons, teams play both 
sides for fairness and balance 
reasons. 

In round one, the local team 
was pitted against ELF, a team of 
hardened veterans who had a 
clear advantage over VPAR. 
Nevertheless, VPAR managed to 
score an impressive 72 frags to 
ELF’s 80 in the first half. They 
didn’t do so well in the second 
round, losing with a frag count in 
the mid-sixties,

can end a battle in an instant. 


“The addition of a fifth player 
we've never met really didn’t 
help our strategy,’ said Dami. 
Since VPAR was a four person 
team, they were forced to draft a 
floater for the 5 vs. 5 tournament. 

The team’s spirits were boost- 
ed by their second match, where 
they easily defeated a far less 
adept team. A healthy mix of 
close combat machine guriners 
and sniper support seemed to be 
the key to their success. 

Round three saw VPAR pitted 
against 8* (pronounced “eight 
star”), the undefeated champions 
of every past Fragfest. WPAR 
was beaten by the more experi- 
enced team, but they did manage 
to take the Jead in the early part 
of the match’s second half. 

In the end, 8* won once again, 
with VPAR taking third place out 
of the five teams the entered the 
Call of Duty tournament. 
Overall, the Grayling team mem- 
bers were not disappointed in 
themselves, 
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“T thought we did pretty good. 
We weren’t the best but we didn’t 
(play poorly),” said Hough, 
“We're not pros, We got third. 
That’s good,” said Burrick. 

“I’m glad that the only reason 
we were beaten by the two other 
teams was because they devote’ 
much more time to gaming than I 
ever will,’ said Dami. Dami also 
noted that, sadly, the best gamers 
often lack the humility and cour- 
tesy that is encouraged in other 
competitive activities. 

“Sportsmanship was our major 
strong point,’ said Dami. 
“Although we were beaten in the 
end, we still put up a strong fight. 
We did not give them an easy 
victory.” 

Dami also said that although 
the tournament was the highlight 
of Fragfest, he enjoys the person- 
al fee] of smaller, local LAN 
games,
